For What Do We Pray? 

This week has been designated, through 
the efforts of a well-known. woman’s organi- 
gation, backed by proclamations of various 
public officials and by indorsement of numer- 
ous religious bodies, as a week for daily 
prayers for peace.

The Board’s Authority 


Governor Talmadge, explaining the source 
of authority for the action of the State Board 
of Education in taking over the Monroe A. & 
M. School, together with accumulated debts of 
$25,000, says that an act of the legislature of 
1941, amending the act creating the school 
board, gave it power to acquire as it saw fit 
such institutions. 

This is probably correct. It is extremely 
difficult for the average layman to keep per- 
fect track of all the laws passed by even one 
session of the legislature. They are too 
numerous and voluminous. 

However, even though the action was au- 
thorized by law, it seems too great a respon- 
sibility to place in the hands of any board or 
bureau of state government. When such a 
board can obligate the state’s treasury for pur- 
chase of any institution it sees fit to acquire, 
even to the extent of assuming large totals in 
past due obligations, there is danger that the 
State’s money will be frittered away without 
due regard for the interests of. the taxpayers. 

The legislature, which granted the authority 
in 1941, should recall that authority at the first 
opportunity. For no authority less than the 
legislature itself should have power for such 
expenditures of the. people’s money.

Legion Realism 

Recommendations outlined by the National 
Defense Committee of the American Legion 
suggest the Legion convention this week in 
Milwaukee will be much more than mere Cain- 
raising and “Where’s Elmer?” ‘They indicate 
that the Legionnaires, those men who know 
from experience what war is all about, plan 
to take up issues of vital concern to every 
American. The controversial nature of the 
subjects they will discuss signifies also that 
these veterans are not afraid to look reality in 
the face, that they have the courage to lay 
facts on the line and let majority action rule. 

Thus it will be interesting and significant 
in the extreme to see how the voting goes when 
thesé “hot potatoes’ come up on the conven- 
tion floor. For, among other things, the na- 
tional defense committee has recommended the 
lifting of limitations which forbid use of Amer- 
ican troops outside the western hemisphere; 
permanent and universal military training; 
centralization of defense authority to elimi- 
nate red tape and what they term “conflicting 


_ agencies”; permanent maintenance of a two- 


ocean navy; complete fortification of all 
United States islands and possessions in the 
Atlantic and Pacific, and “a strong army, navy 
and air force to fight, if it is necessary to 
engage in war, on land away from the United 
States.” 

There will be fun and frolic aplenty in Mil- 
waukee as the Legionnaires cavort and turn 
the town into a carnival midway. There will 
be bands and parades, and ballyhoo and hell- 
zapoppin’.

Washington gets $5 out of each 
initiation fee and the local keeps 
the rest. The average annual dues 
are not known to me but must be 
at least $50 a year which would 
mean that the annual rakeoff, ex- 
clusive of initiation fees, must be 
$12,500,000 on the basis of 250,- 
000 members or $15,000,000 on the 
basis of 300,000. 

Out of this, the national head- 
quarters gets 35 cents a month per 
total of $1,050,000 a year 
the maintenance of the head- 
quarters and the. death  benetit 
fund, on the basis of 250,000 mem- 
bers, or $1,260,000 on the basis of 
300,000. The death benefit fund 
gets seven and one-half cents out 
of each member’s monthly per 
capita of 35 cents which would be
